Nuts chats to the bloke who battled a three-tonne beast and lived to tell the tale...

PAUL TENPLER 


P AUL TEMPLER knows a thing or 
two about close encounters of the 
beastly kind. As a former wildlife 
guide on Zimbabwe’s Zambezi river, 
he cosied up to crocs and shared 
slithering space with serpents on a daily 
basis. But, as he explains to Nuts , it was his 
run-in with a hungry hippo one summer 
afternoon that changed his life for ever. 


Hello Paul. Your new book details 
this insane hippo encounter. How 
typical were such attacks when you 
worked in Zimbabwe? 

You know, they weren’t an everyday 
thing, but they happen. They kill 
around 250-300 people each year. 
I’d been working on the river for 
almost five years and - while all 
hippo attacks were scary - the 
worst that happened was we’d get 
knocked out of our canoes. 

What happened with this 
particular hippo? 

We’d encountered him about six 
months before, and he was very 
aggressive. Hippo structures are 
like a nuclear family - a male, 
a female, and then children. 
However, lone males are more 
dangerous - they roam around 
feeling very angry. This was the 
definitive angry male hippo. 

Had he attacked you before then? 

Yes. On his first attack he tipped 
the canoe over, knocking people 
out of the boat. He even started 
biting the water into a huge froth to 
stop us reaching them. There were 
six more attacks in that period, 
each one getting more vicious. 
Often, when hippos knock the boat 
over, they leave the people in the 
water. This one seemed determined 
to mess with people, particularly. 

Why was he so grouchy with you? 

No idea. He 
wasn’t even 
being territorial. 

He would 
appear at 
different points 
along the river, 
deliberately 
ambushing 
boats. It wasn’t 
far from the 
shark in Jaws , 
a rogue shark 
who decides to 
go after humans. 


What was it like 
being knocked over 
by a hippo? 

The first time, he just 
came up behind and 
shunted us up into the 
air. I heard a bang and 
then saw my colleague, who 
had been sat behind me, 
flying into the air. Another 
time he even came up from 
beneath the boat.

And what about the more 
serious attack? 

It was like one of those old submarine 
movies where a torpedo is fired at 
a ship, and you see the torpedo forming 
a wave along the water. We saw this wave 
approaching and slapped the water with 
a paddle. That scared it off at first, but one 
of my guides, Evans, had already been 
knocked into the water. I leaned over to 
grab hold of him and, as our hands were 
almost touching, the hippo came up 
between us, so fast I didn’t even see it. 

It plucked me clean out of the canoe. I was 
suddenly like, “Where am I?” One moment 
I could see Evans in the water, the next 
I could see nothing but blackness. 


So, you were in the hippo’s mouth? 

Everything went into slow motion. I knew 
I was headfirst inside something - I couldn’t 
tell whether it was a croc or a hippo at first 
- I could just feel the water against my legs. 

It was just darkness and a terrible rotten eggs 
smell. I only confirmed it was a hippo when, 
with one hand, I could feel the bristles on 
the side of his mouth. 

How did you get out? 

I’d like to say I did something to escape but 
the hippo just spat me out. I swam to the 
surface and reached Evans but - struck with 
terror - he wouldn’t swim for safety. I grabbed 
him and pulled him along, but the hippo then 
struck from behind. I went to reach the 
revolver in my pocket, but I couldn’t even get 
near it. The hippo was shaking me from side 
to side - all I could do was manage not to 
drown. Then the hippo spat me out again.

What happened next? 

As I headed for the shore, suddenly from one 
side I could see the hippo steaming in, his 
mouth wide open. He landed a direct hit - 
my legs were out of one side of his jaws, my 
head and shoulders outside the other. He went 
absolutely berserk, shaking me like a dog with 
a rag doll. My body went into shock, but 
luckily I was able to hold onto his tusks 
so they didn’t tear my flesh too much. 

It probably saved my life. 


Did you think you 
were going to die? 

Yes. The clearest memory 
I have is when the hippo took 
me down to the bottom of the 
water - I could see the sunlight 
on the surface. There was no 
panic. I just thought to myself, 
“I wonder how long this hippo 
can hold its breath for?” I could 
see my blood mixing in with 
the water, and wondered if I’d 
bleed to death or drown. 

How did you escape? 

The hippo surged to the surface 
and chucked me away. My 
colleague, Mac, paddled close to 
me to rescue me from the water. 
I was stuck on the river’s edge - 
my radio, first aid kit and 
gun were all gone. The hippo 
was still furious, thrashing 
around. My other colleague, 

Ben, had to paddle me to safety. 


How serious were your injuries? 

Mac told me he could see my lung 
through a hole in my back - he had to use 
a torn shirt to keep my arm attached to 
my body. Because I had a lot of injuries, 

I wasn’t allowed any painkillers until 
I reached the surgeon eight hours later. 

I was told I’d lose both arms and 
a leg, but I only lost part of my left arm. 

What happened to Evans? 

Sadly, he died. They found him three 
days later, washed up on the bank. 

I think he drowned - perhaps as 
a result of a heart attack, or of 
getting knocked unconscious in 
the thrashing around. 

Thanks for recalling the tale, Paul. 
Finally, then, how long was your 
road to recovery? 

I finally left hospital after about 
a month. I then learned how to 
kayak using one arm. Since then 
I’ve led an exhibition team 
down the Zambezi river - the 
fullest descent down it to date, 
past landmines, crocodiles 
and waterfalls! 


Paul Templer’s book What's Left 
of Me: How I Lost A Fight With 
A Rogue Hippo And Won My Life 
is out now. He also runs The 
Templer Foundation, who work 
with terminally ill children and 
veterans suffering from PTSD
